To the inhabitants of the Town of Walpole qualified to 
vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Town on Tuesday, the 10th day of March next, at ten 
o'clock in the forenoon to act on the following subjects. 
Polls will remain open until 6:00 PM. Following the 
counting of the ballots, the meeting will recess until 
7:30 PM, March 31, 1981. The balance of the Articles 
will be acted on at that time. 


Article 1. To choose the necessary Town Officers for 
their respective terms. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Walpole Zoning Ordinance to include Flood Plain Zoning 
as proposed by the Walpole Planning Board. To be voted 
on by ballot. The Planning Board recommends adoption of 
this Article. 


Article 3. To vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$501,623.00 for support of the Town Poor, for Town 
Libraries, to build and repair bridges and highways, 
and for such other expenses as may accrue. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
its Selectmen to raise money on notes of the Town for 
current expenses in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to accept such 
funds and bequests as have been left to it during the 
year. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to transfer tax liens and convey property 
acquired by the Town by Tax Collectors Deed, by public 
auction (or advertised sealed bid), or in such other 
manner as determined by the Selectmen as justice may 
require. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to allow a 
discount on taxes as has been the custom in previous 
years. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to apply for, accept, and expend money 
from the State, Federal, or other governmental units, or 
a private source, which becomes available during the year 
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in accordance with the provisions set forth in RSA 30- 


95-b. 


Artielis 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $32,500.00 for the Sanitary Land- 
fill. Such sum will be used to purchase a new loader 
and to enlarge the garage for the storage of same. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $25,000.00 for the purpose of 
establishing a Capital Reserve Fund for a new Highway 
Department garage. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $7,500.00 to construct a highway, 
leading from the County Road to Whipple Hill Road. Such 
highway to be constructed on the previously acquired ROW 
on the old Jennison property. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
the Whipple Hill Road from the County Road to the inter- 
section of the newly constructed road as stated in 

Article 11. Such discontinuance as allowed by RSA 238:1. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $6,000.00 to correct the poor 
road drainage conditions along Homestead Avenue. (By 
Petition) 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $40,000.00 for the purpose of a 
revaluation of the Town, and to authorize the withdrawal 
of $20,000.00 for this purpose from the Revenue Sharing 
Fund established under the provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 to purchase a tailgate 
spreader for use by the Highway Department. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 to purchase Public 
Officials Liability Insurance for the appointed and 
elected officials of the Town of Walpole. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to confine 
voting in the Town of Walpole to one polling place for 
all elections, the Town Hall, with the exception that 
a polling place be opened and manned in North Walpole 
on the occasion of voting for President of the United 
States. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
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provisions of RSA 59:73, "“Non-Partisan Ballot System", 
for the election of its Town Officers. Such system, if 
adopted, will not be in effect until Town Meeting next 
following the meeting at which it is adopted. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 to computerize the Prop- 
erty Tax Records of the Town. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to prohibit 
hunting or shooting, and to protect the Mill Pond and 
abutting land area owned by the Town, to encourage its 
use as a wildlife refuge and natural area for the 
propogation of wild animals, birds and aquatic life, and 
to restrict its use to passive recreation and educational 
purposes such as hiking, birdwatching, photography, boat- 
ing, fishing, and nature study. Requested by the 
Conservation Commission. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
provisions of RSA 72:66 for a property tax exemption on 
real property which has installed wind powered energy 
systems. The amount of such exemption and its installa- 
tion, but in no case more than $3,000.00. Requested by 
the Conservation Commission. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
provisions of RSA 72:62 for a property tax exemption on 
real property which has installed solar energy heating 
or cooling systems. The amount of such exemption from 
tax to be no more than the cost of the equipment and its 
installation, but not in any case to exceed a total of 
$3,000.00. Requested by the Conservation Commission. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
provisions of RSA 72:70 for a property tax exemption on 
real property which has installed central wood heating 
systems or woodstoves that function as a sole source of 
heat to a home. The total amount of such exemption from 
tax to be no more than the actual cost of the equipment 
and its installation and shall not in any case exceed 
$3,000.00. Requested by the Conservation Commission. 


Article 24. To transact any other legal business.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
1980 


The library is the one local public institution 
devoted year-round to the educational and leisure interests 
of all residents from pre-schoolers to senior citizens. As 
a measure of how well it performs these services, circula- 
tion figures are inadequate, but for what they are worth, 
at Bridge Memorial Library book circulation (adult and 
juvenile) is up 800 from last year, magazine circulation 
is up.300 ‘and’ the circulation of records Mas tripled: 

This, of course, does not take into account the continual 
use of magazines, newsletters, pamphlets, newspapers and 
reference books in the library. For this latter purpose 
our Own resources are augmented, through the inter-library 
loan system, by the more than seven million volumes of the 
New Hampshire school, college, public and State libraries. 
Make your needs for books not on our shelves known to our 
Pibwarian. 

Attempts to make the library more functional and enjoy- 
able include the purchase of bright, attractive furniture 
for children, a low library table for newspapers, a stereo 
phonograph (gift of the Norman Matthews) for which we have 
purchased earphones, a record browser (getting the records 
out of cardboard boxes and making them readily available), 
an electric heater at the North Walpole library, and a file 
cabinet. The front steps have been repaired, eliminating 
a bad hazard, and we are in the process of purchasing two 
easy chairs and planning some roof repairs. We have just 
concluded an extensive revision of library policies and we 
continue to stretch our budget by using the bookmobile and 
the McNaughton book rental plan. 

Once again the Trustees would like to acknowledge the 
contributions of the Friends of the Library including the 
many worthwhile activities for children and adults. The 
summer reading program for children, the story hour, the 
movies for small children and the Little Red Wagon and the 
Christmas party with Santa Claus all make the library and 
the richness of books pleasant experiences for children, 
while the Great Books discussion groups, needlework and 
other crafts groups and special programs add a dimension 
for adults; 

After long service Mrs. Ives has resigned. The 
Trustees wish to express their appreciation for her con- 
scientious devotion to the library. The new Library Aide 
will be Mrs. Nancy Galloway. The Trustees accepted the 
resignation of Trustee Elaine Kernozicky who moved to 
Keene. Appointed in her place we are fortunate to have 
Mrs. Dorothy Hoblock of Drewsville. 

The Trustees also wish to note with sorrow the death 
of Bill Ackerman, former Library Trustee and Trustee Chair- 
man. A cholar who loved language and knowledge and the 
books where they are stored, it was natural for him to 
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serve the Walpole institution which makes them available 
to all. His friends and former associates have contributed 
to a fund for the purchase of books in his memory.

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REPORT OF THE HOOPER INSTITUTE 
FOR THE TOWN REPORT, 1980 


The major focus of Hooper Institute activities in 
1980 was its educational programs. These reached the 
children of Walpole through the schools, youth groups 
and community programs. 


In the schools, the Hooper Institute worked with 
teachers and students in project areas such as trees and 
leaves, animal adaptations and tracking, endangered 
species, wildlife and forest management, oceanography, 
weather, soils, wildflowers, insects and hawks. Special 
projects included maple sugaring, building bluebird 
houses, and indoor and outdoor gardening and shrub plant- 
ing. We also ventured outside the classroom for seasonal 
nature walks, winter cookouts and a spring campout. 


The Hooper Institute initiated many programs after 
school as well. Turkey Club met all year and explored 
many areas of Walpole. Merit badge activities were also 
completed with the Boy Scouts and Girl Scout troops in 
town. 


A nearly snowless winter cancelled all ski and snow- 
shoe expeditions, but we did climb Mt. Monadnock during 
spring vacation. A climb up Fall Mountain and a wildflower 
walk and slide show rounded out the school vacation 
progran. 


The Hooper Institute again sponsored a six week 
summer program. One day per week younger children 
participated in a Junior Naturalist program which used 
the Hooper grounds extensively. Older children and 
families participated in many special trips. We took 
two "bike-hikes" around Walpole, explored Fall Mt., 
visited the Montshire Museum of Science in Hanover as 
well as a day at the NH seacoast. A small group back- 
packed in the Green Mts. on the Long Trail for three 
days. 


Community Gardens blossomed with activity during 
the growing season. More people than ever used garden 
plots, thanks to the initial help of Albert and Henry 
Fletcher who got things going. 


The Hooper Institute was one of twelve recipients 
in New Hampshire of a grant from the Department of 
Energy to build a wind-powered electrical generator for 
demonstration and use at Hooper Hall. High school 
students will do the building and hopefully results will 
be seen by spring of 1981.
